Boost Pool, 
Coordinating 
Group Urged 

At a regular meeting of the 
Coordinating Council Tuesday 
night balloting issues in the 
Oct. 18 election were explained 
to representatives, and the 
hope was expressed that their 
respective organizations would 
undertake active campaigning 
in support of the issues. 

Councimen William Kinney 
and Henry Nuetzel explained 
the two propositions which will 
be on the ballot, and answered 
questions concerning them. 

Councilman Nuetzel explain¬ 
ed that Proposition No. 1 pro¬ 
vides that a maximum of 25 
cents per $100 assessed valu¬ 
ation be established on the tax 
rate to pay for construction of 
a new swimming pool. This 
would be assessed for three 
years, or until such time as 
the necessary $35,000 is raised. 
Nuetzel indicated that it “very 
possibly might not require the 
three years to raise this 
amount.” 

Proposition No. 2 provides 
that a yearly tax rate of 10 
cents per $100 assessed valu¬ 
ation be allowed for the main¬ 
tenance and operation of the 
recreational program and fa¬ 
cilities. 

Councilman Kinney pointed 
out that at present, money for 
this purpose is coming out of 
the general fund—a practice 
which he condemned for two 
reasons: 

"The General Fund cannot 
possibly provide proper funds 
for the Recreation Commission 
and its program. The Commis 
sion should have its own mon¬ 
ey. Secondly, money in the 
general fund should be used 
for other things of a more gen¬ 
eral nature. 

Nuetzel said the City Coun¬ 
cil, at present, feels that the 
new pool should be built on 
the Youth Hut Grounds. He 
said that these grounds could 
eventually become a Center for 
the youth of Sierra Madre. 

“The Youth Hut already’ is 
there; a new Nursery School 
is coming there soon; and a 
baseball diamond probably will 
be constructed there in the near 
future,” the Councilman said. 

He expressed the opinion that 
the City Park might ultimately 
be used exclusively for the old¬ 
er citizens of Sierra Madre, and

Members of the Sierra Madre 
City School Board of Trustees 
this week issued a statement 
describing their present and 
possible needs for maintaining 
schools for Sierra Madreans. 

Signed by E. Waldo Ward, 
president; Mrs. Edith T. Dane, 
clerk, and Howell N. White Jr., 
member, the statement says: 

“It is the purpose of the 
Board of Trustees of the Sierra 
Madre City School to provide 
the best schools possible for 
the children of the district, no 
matter what the limits of the 
City of Sierra Madre may be. 
Our present needs will require 
a bond issue of approximately 
$120,000 in the near future to 
provide for the children now 
within the limits of the dis¬ 
trict. 

“The proposed development 
of the Upper Hastings Ranch 
presents us with a more serious 
problem. To provide adequate 
school housing for the total of 
one thousand children of kin¬ 
dergarten to sixth grade level 
whom we may expect in our 
district within one year, as Up¬ 
per Hastings is developed, we 
must ask the voters to approve 
a $300,000 bond issue. A report, 
based on estimates of two lead¬ 
ing architectural firms, has 
been prepared to this effect. 
Construction of the Hastings 


School would, of course, elim¬ 
inate the need for any addi¬ 
tional construction on the pres¬ 
ent site. 

"Our report is neither for nor 
against annexation. It is a fac¬ 
tual presentation of the school 
problem as long as the pro¬ 
posed Upper Hastings develop¬ 
ment remains in our school 
district. If the Upper Hastings 
development chooses to remain 
in the county, our problem re¬ 
mains. The only removal of the

Improved Bus Service 
To Marshall Forecast 

An improvement in bus service for the approximately 200 Sierra 
Madre students attending John Marshall was expected this week 
following a special meeting Thursday between local parents and 
officials of the Pasadena City Schools. 


Marshall School Principal Dr. William Nathan Wilson said he 

thought Pasadena would be able 
to furnish a third bus to leave 
Marshall at 3:30 p. m. to pro¬ 
vide transportation home for all 
Sierra Madreans at the school's 
closing time. 

Parents had complained that 
rftany of their children left for 
school as early as 7:30 a. m. 
and did not return home again 
until 5 p. m. Inadequate bus 
transportation, it was charged 
gave their children too long a 
day. 

It was estimated at the meet¬ 
ing that three busses, each 
having a capacity of 60 per¬ 
sons, would provide home 
transportation for all of the 
200 students. Twenty children 
normally can be expected to 
either stay on t h e school 
grounds to participate in extra¬ 
curricular activities, or be ab¬ 
sent from school, or make 
other transportation arrange¬ 
ments. 

Answering complaints that 
Sierra Madre athletes often had 
to hitchhike home late in the 
afternoon foil owing football 
practice, Dr. Wilson said that 
by a cooperative arrangement, 
an additional bus at 5 p. m. 
might be furnished. 

According to Sierra Madre 
parents, several local children 
have been warned by Pasa¬ 
dena policemen not to hitch¬ 
hike. 

To ease morning transporta¬ 
tion problem, it was suggested

vember 9. 

He said that the Council 
“does not now have all the 
answers that it needs in con¬ 
sidering the annexation.” 

It was pointed out by Attor¬ 
ney Noren Eaton that because 
the hearing has been legally 
advertised for next Tuesday, 
it probably would be necessary 
to hold it as scheduled. 

.Nuetzel said that there was 
every indication that the Coun¬ 
cil would hold up its decision 
until after .another public hear¬ 
ing. 

This hearing, he said, prob¬ 
ably would be held on Novem¬ 
ber 9 because councilmen will 
be in San Francisco for the 
League of Municipalities con¬ 
vention and thus the regular 
October 25 meeting might not 
be held. 

Nuetzel added that it would 
take at least 30 days to get in¬ 
formation on fire insurance 
rates and fire protection re¬ 
quirements of the fire under¬ 
writers and that more infor¬ 
mation also must be obtained 
on water and taxation prob¬ 
lems.

Mayor Steinberger has been 
serving on this Board since the 
city joined the district approxi¬ 
mately three years ago.

was postponed by the Council 
until its next regular meeting, 
because the bids received are 
all higher than the estimate 
of the City Engineer. 

In answer to a question by 
John Carr, 299 N. Adams, re¬ 
garding what he termed “poor 
rubbish disposal service," 
Mayor Steinberger said he 
would look into the matter and 
see that the service is improv¬ 
ed. 

Carr had complained that 
rubbish is often left sitting on 
residents’ parkways for as long 
as a week or two without be¬ 
ing picked up by the rubbish 
collectors.

“The American press has en¬ 
gaged in a constant battle 
against despotism, intolerance, 
and corruption ever since the 
founding of our Republic. The 
future of America depends up¬ 
on its continued vigilence, and 
upon public understanding of 
the vital importance of the ser¬ 
vice which newspapers render.” 


Again it is my pleasure to send my greetings 
and best wishes to the press of Acerica on the occasion 


of National Newspaper Weak. X like your slogan very

Sierra Madre News 


The unexpected death of Paul 
Rohland, well-known artist, 
deeply saddened his many 
friends in Sierra Madre. He 
passed away last Thursday 
(Sept. 29) in Highland Park. 
Interment was at Woodstock, 
New York, his former home. His 
wife, Mrs. Caroline Rohland, 
survives him. 

From 1945 to 1948 Mr. Roh¬ 
land lived and painted in Si¬ 
erra Madre, moving only last 
year to Highland Park. In 
Southern California his paint¬ 
ings hang at the Stever Gal¬ 
leries, Pasadena, and Jepson 
Art Institute and at the Zeitlin 
& Ver Brugg Galleries in Los 
Angeles. He was a member of 
the Artists’ Equity Association. 

Some highlights of Mr. Roh- 
land’s life are quoted below 
from a brochure printed by the 
Virginia Museum of Fine Arts: 

“Paul Rohland was born in 
Richmond, Virginia, March 11, 
1884. He began the study of art 
at the age of 14, with evening 
classes at the Virginia Mechan¬ 
ics Institute. In 1902 he went 
to New York to continue his 
evening art studies at the New 
York Art Students’ League, 
under Robert Henri, one of the 
fathers of contemporary Amer¬ 
ican painting. His formal art 
education was followed with 
several years of study in 
France, generally working in 
the southern provinces. 

“Married to Caroline Speare, 
a Boston girl and an artist in 
her own right, Paul Rohland 
painted in many parts of the 
world, including France, Cali¬ 
fornia, New Mexico, the West 
Indies, and the South. His 
works have been well known 
in the national salons of paint¬ 
ing; and he has exhibited in 
the Autumn Salon, Paris, and 
in the annual and biennial ex¬ 
hibitions of the Carnegie Insti¬ 
tute, the Pennsylvania Acad¬ 
emy, the Corcoran, the Chicago 
Art Institute and the Virginia 
Museum. His works are owned 
by many museums and private 
collectors. 

“Painting floral still life and 
landscape, Paul Rohland has 
developed a distinctive palate 
of soft, sunny colors. Applying 
these colors with a knowing 
brush, he was nowhere as hap¬ 
py as when painting southern 
and sub-tropical scenes.”

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE, CALI¬

TING TO THE QUALIFIED 
VOTERS OF SAID CITY, A 
MEASURE OR PROPOSITION

FOR THE MAINTENANCE 
AND OPERATION OF A REC¬ 
REATION PROGRAM. 
WHEREAS, the City Council 
of the City of Sierra Madre, 
California, did, on the 9th day 
of August, 1949, by a vote of 
more than two-thirds of the 
members of said City Council, 
adopt Resolution No. 1079 en¬ 
titled, “A Resolution of the City 
Council of the City of Sierra 
Madre, California, determining 
that said City is in need of rec¬ 
reation grounds and facilities 
consisting of a swimming pool 
and appurtenances and that it 
should be formed into a spe¬ 
cial municipal tax district for 
the furnishing, performing or 
doing of this special local ser¬

That a Special 
Election be held, and the same 
is hereby called to be held, in 
the City of Sierra Madre, Cali¬ 
fornia on the 18th day of Oc¬ 
tober, 1949, for the purpose of 
submitting to the qualified vot¬ 
ers of said City a measure or 
proposition providing for a spe¬ 
cial tax of not to exceed $.10 
to be levied upon each One 
Hundred Dollars of the prop¬ 
erty assessed for the purposes 
of taxation within the City of 
Sierra Madre for the purpose of 
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maintaining and operating a 
recreation program. 

SECTION 2. That if the prop¬ 
osition for such special tax 
levy so submitted receives the 
requisite numbers of votes, to 
wit, a majority of the votes of

That the polls 
for said election shall be open¬ 
ed at seven o’clock, A. M., of 
the day of said election, and 
shall remain open continuous¬ 
ly from said time until seven 
o’clock, P. M., of the same day, 
when said polls shall be clos¬ 
ed; provided, however, that if 
at said hour of closing there 
are any voters in any polling 
place or in line at the door 
thereof who are qualified to 
vote, and have not been able 
to do so since appearing, the 
polls thereat shall be kept 
open a sufficient time to en¬ 
able them to vote, but no one 
who shall arrive at any polling 
place after seven o’clock, P. M., 
of said day shall be entitled 
to vote although the polls 
thereat may be open when he 
arrives. 

That on the ballots to be used 
at said special election, in ad¬ 
dition to any other matters re¬ 
quired by law, there shall be 
printed substantially the fol¬ 
lowing: 

Mark cross (X) on ballot 
ONLY WITH RUBBER STAMP; 
never with pen or pencil. 

INSTRUCTIONS TO VOTERS: 
To vote on any measure, stamp 
a cross (X) in the voting 
square after the word “YES” 
or after the word “NO”. All 
marks, except the cross (X), 
are forbidden. All distinguish¬ 
ing marks or erasures are for¬ 
bidden and make the ballot 
void. 

If you wrongly stamp, tear, or 
deface this ballot, return it to 
the inspector of election and 
obtain another.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE, CALI¬ 
FORNIA, ORDERING, CALL¬ 
ING, PROVIDING FOR, AND 
GIVING NOTICE OF A SPE¬ 
CIAL ELECTION TO BE 
HELD IN THE CITY OF SIER¬ 
RA MADRE ON THE 18th

THE PURPOSE OF SUBMIT¬ 
TING TO THE QUALIFIED 
VOTERS OF SAID CITY A 
MEASURE OR PROPOSITION

DISTRICT WITH A SPECIAL

WHEREAS, the City Council 
of the City of Sierra Madre, 
California, did, on the 9th day 
of August, 1949, by-a vote of 
more than two-thirds of the

That a special 
election be held and the 
same is hereby called to be 
held, in the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, California, on the 18th day 
of October, 1949, for the pur¬ 
pose of submitting to the qual¬ 
ified voters of said City a 
measure or proposition pro¬ 
viding for the formation 
of said city into a spe¬ 
cial municipal tax district, 
pursuant to the provisions of 
the Special Municipal Tax Dis¬ 
trict Act of 1919, (Stats. 1919, 
p. 546; amended by Stats. 1921, 
p. 422), with a special tax levy 
for such district each year for 
a period of three years, such 
tax not to exceed 25 cents per 
annum on each $ 100.00 of as¬ 
sessed valuation of the taxable 
property in the district, and 
not to exceed the sum of Thir¬ 
ty-five Thousand Dollars ($35,- 
000 . 00 ) the proceeds of which 
shall be used for the furnish¬ 
ing, performing or doing of a 
special local service, to wit, 
recreation facilities consisting 
of a public swimming pool and 
appurtenances. 

SECTION 2. That if the pro¬ 
position for the formation of 
said City into a special muni¬ 
cipal tax district and for the 
levy of a special tax therefor 
as aforesaid so submitted re¬ 
ceives the requisite number of 
votes, to wit, a majority of the 
votes of the qualified voters 
voting on said proposition, a 
special municipal tax district 
shall be formed and there may 
be levied by the City Council 
thereafter for such a district 
a special tax each year for 
three years not exceeding 25 
cents per annum and not ex¬ 
ceeding $35,000.00 for the ob¬ 
jects and purposes set forth 
herein. 

SECTION 3. That the polls 
for said election shall be open¬ 
ed at seven o’clock, A. M., of 
the day of said election, and 
shall remain open continuous¬ 
ly from said time until seven 
o’clock P. M., of the same day, 
when said polls shall be clos¬ 
ed; provided, however, that if 
at said hour of closing there 
are any voters in any polling 
place or in line at the door 
thereof who are qualified vot¬ 
ers, and have not been able to 
do so since appearing, the polls 
thereat shall be kept open a 
sufficient time to enable them 
to vote, but no one who shall 
arrive at any polling place 
after seven o’clock, P. M., of 
said day shall be entitled to 
vote although the polls there¬ 
at may be open when he 'ar¬ 
rives. 

That on the ballots to be 
used at said special election, 
in addition to any other mat¬ 
ters required by law, there 
shall be printed substantially 
the following: 

Mark cross (X) on ballot 
ONLY WITH RUBBER STAMP; 
never with pen or pencil. 

INSTRUCTIONS TO VOTERS: 
To vote on any measure, stamp 
a cross (X) i n the voting 
square after the word “YES” 
or after the word “NO”. All 
marks, except the cross (X), 
are forbidden. All distinguish¬ 
ing marks or erasures are for¬ 
bidden and make the ballot 
void. 

If you wrongly stamp, tear, 
or deface this ballot, return it 
to the inspector of election and 
obtain another.

A spokesman for the Sierra 
Madre Girl Scouts said the 
girls probably would be willing 
to design and sign posters 
boosting the pool, and suggest¬ 
ed that other organizations 
campaign in this way also
